A HOMESTEAD LAW [W

It is not often that we can point to the legis: | 
lative acts of the neighboring Uplony as & pat- 
tern for our own Government ‘to follow; but 
that is no reason why we should not { profit by 
good example when the oppart@nity does pre- 
sent itself. The enactment by dur neighbors of | 
a Homestead Law affords one @f those happy | 
exceptions to the general rule of island legisla- | 
tion. Not baying had an oppotgunity/of becom- 
ing acquainted with the intrinsig merits of the 
Bilt we are unable to say in how far our Legis- | 
lature would be justified in adopting jit, It is | 
not, however, with. the provistohs and details of | 
the measure that we intend to dgal, but with the 
We believe | 
that all countries possessing 4 rgral population, 
and especially all new countyieg, where trans- 
actions are-more hazardous tHiah they are in old- 
er countries, onght to have ajil imestead Law. 
But when a young Colony like fhis, Widding for 
immigration, and, having a vast breadth of agri- 
cultural Jand.to settle up, come to have the 
American Repuflic on one side? with its free 
grants of land and its settlers brotected by a 
Homestead Law, and the Colong of Vancouver 
Island on the other side, also bidding for settlers, 
and offering’ thent the protection @f a similar law, 
the measure becomes @ necessity for this Colony. 
It is quite true that British Polunibia, offers 
greater inducements to agriénithrists than does 
her neighbors; so far as abunddhce of.godd land 
and a good market are concerned. But, notwith- 
standing these advantages, it if not . reasonable 
to expect that settlers will comné here to fun-the 
risk of having their last cow andl their: last acre 
swept away by the Sheriff, at fevery freak of 
fickle fortune, when they can} of either side of 
us, be secured in a comfortaljle: and permanent 
home against all reverses. “If hips been objected 
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enables a man to swindle with impunity ; but | 
such an objection is too absurd tp ueed/exposure, 
and, we feel assured that no ore possessing a 
modicum of sense will be inflaegced by it. The 
law has been tried and found t@ work well in | 


here, now that we are placed intimmediate com- 
petition with countrics which have adopted it. 
In the present circumstances of ithe country it is 
the especial duty of the Governghent to encour- 
age, in every legitimate Wily, tile permanent set- 
tlement of onr lands, and to nurthre and establish 
a raral population bythe most téndgr and careful 
legislation. ‘The tendency ine togorerlook all such 
falsely called minor juterests im’the excitement 
of gold seeking. But if-our Gofernnent should 





hausted without making them e@ntribute towards 
the permanent settlement of 19 ig they will } 
have failed inthe most sacred ity entrusted to 
them. While, therefore, we h@pe to see a free 
grant of » homestead made to every | bona fide 
settler,we also hope to sce thak homestead se- 
cured to the recipient of itagaigst all) tliose re- 
verses from which the most indpstriods and fru- 
gal are not exempted in these he countties. <A 
knowledge of the existence of auch laws would 
net only tend to attract the so : of population 
most needed, bit would have aivery direct ten- 
dency to retain a larger Age of those who 
come in pursuit of less permanent occupations. 
We earnestly trust, therefore, that a Homestead 
Law will be found in the list of usefal measures 
for the next Legislative Sessios.
